A license holder shall self report to the physical therapy section, within thirty days, any of the items

outlined in paragraphs (A) to (G) of this rule. Failure to comply with this rule may be grounds for

disciplinary action pursuant to section 4755.47 of the Revised Code and in accordance with Chapter

119. of the Revised Code.

 

(A) Impairment due to abuse of or dependency on alcohol, drugs, or other physical or mental illness

that affects the applicant's or license holder's ability to practice with reasonable skill and safety. This

reporting rquirement shall not be applicable where the applicant or license holder is a participant in

the board's safe haven program and complies with the same.

 

(B) Conviction of a felony.

 

(C) Conviction of a misdemeanor when the act that constituted the misdemeanor occurred during the

practice of physical therapy.

 

(D) The termination, revocation, or suspension of membership by a state or national physical therapy

professional association.

 

(E) The termination, revocation, suspension, or sanctioning of a credential for any state license

issued by a state or national physical therapy credentialing organization, including the PT compact.

 

(F) A positive drug and/or alcohol screening.

 

(G) A finding of malpractice by a court of competent jurisdiction.
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
